the advertisements 
in the San Fran- 


cisco papers. 
One commences 
with 


this sentence: 


Thus far Sou.hern 
California has lacked 
a 


commercial 
city, 
I.os Angeles has, perhaps, 
more nearly than any other place, attempted 
tosupply this want.but Los Angeles has never 
been quite able to offset the 
great disadvan- 


tage of a harbor so defective us almost to be 
worthless. 


Per contra we have the followingbit 


of braggadocio: 


That Santa 
Monica ls to be 
the future city 


of Southern 
California will be readily 
con- 
ceded after an examination 
of Its many ad- 


vantages. 


This is from 
the same people-hum- 


bugging advertisement: 


The harbor Is so much 
better 
than San Pe- 


dro that during a recent gale.whllo the steam- 
er was 
unabie 
to discharge 
Into a lighter 
at 
the 
latter 
place, 
hut 
carried 
her 
cargo ou to Sun Diego,a schooner 
unloaded at 
sama Monica lumber tor the construction of 
the wharf at that point. 
This wharf ls two 
thousand 
feet in length, 
and reaches 
a point 
where there is thirty feet of water at low tide. 


We do not know how much 
water 


the steamer Salvador 
draws. 
It must 


be over thirty feet, 
however, 
as she 


cannot, or at least 
does 
not, come to 


the wharf, and has been for some days 
sending 
her freight ashore 
on floats 


and rafts. 
This is a slight difference 


between Jonesville 
fiction and Salva- 


dor fact. 


But it is as a commercial city Santa Monica 


has its greatest 
expectations. 


Just ao. 
Wonderful city this Jones- 


ville is, to be sure. 
Ifany one doubts 


it, let him read this sentence from the 
same advertisement: 


That there will be a city of 35,000 people at 
Santa Monica within three rears and ot 100,000 
within ten years, is, when the wonderful min- 
er..I and agricultural 
capabilities 
ofthe sur- 


round lug country are considered, 
not an over- 


estimate. 
This city ofthe future will present 


attractions 
as a placo 
of residence 
not else- 


where 
to be offered. 


Yet, in the face of these 
boasts, 
the 


Jonesville organ, published inTemple 
Block, assures 
its readers that its em- 


ployers have nodesignson 
the present 


and future commercial interests of Lois 
Angeles. 
That they will fail,we have 


not the remotest 
doubt; but the fail- 


ure 
will not be due to the want of 


effort on the part of the land jobbers 
and their subsidized 
newspapers. 


A Monopoly Doomed. 


About one hundred 
million dollars 


of capital 
have 
combined 
in 
San 


Francisco 
to build telegraph 
lines all 


over 
the 
United States. 
The 
new 


company 
starts 
in with the avowed 


purpose of destroying the old Western 
Union monopoly, and that they will 
succeed 
in their purpose there is not a 


shadow 
of 
a doubt. 
The Western 


Union Company claim that they have 
seventy-five 
thousand 
miles of wire, 


but if it was measured it would prob- 
ably fall short of fiftythousand 
miles. 


Much of this is duplicate wire, which 
they have acquired by the purchase of 
opposition lines and a great deal of it 
runs through sparsely settled districts 
where there Is not remunerative 
pat- 


ronage for oue, much less two or three 
Wires. 
The old monopoly 
has impov- 


erished 
itself in efforts to pay 
divi- 


dends on its stock, 
which it has 
ex- 


panded 
through 
the watering process 


until it is thinner than the thinnest 
water. 
In order to keep 
up its divi- 


deud paying reputation, 
the company 


hits borrowed large sums of money at 
heavy 
interest, 
and 
what with the 


payment of the interest 
and tho pur- 


chase of non-remunerative 
opposition 


lines, they have become 
so involved 


that 
their stock is beginning 
to 
de- 


cline in the market 
and it is but a 


question 
of time 
when it will be 


worth just nothing at all. 
So frail is 


the hold of Western 
Union stock on 


the market that itdrooped in (he New 
York Board 
on the mere announce- 


ment 
that 
an 
opposition 
telegraph 


company 
had 
been 
formed 
in San 


Francisco. 
As has 
beet) slated, 
the 


new association 
represents 
one hun- 


dred million dollars. 
This 
is a vast 


corporation 
for a 
business 
requiring 


hw\\ a 
smull 
outlay 
as 
telegraph 


building. 
They propose 
fust to build 


a first-class 
telegraph 
line from San 


Francisco to New York and then push 
forward, lines on the most important 
routes. 
It is their purpose 
to build at 


least 
tlfty thousand 
miles 
of line 


within tlie next 
twelve or eighteen 


months. 
If, as we believe they will, 


the new company carry out their pro- 
gramme, 
they willaccomplish 
a work 


which will relieve the people 
of tbe 


United 
States 
of 
an odious and op- 


pressive monopoly.

No one is working for love. 
Every 


puffin a newspaper 
has its equivalent 


in gold. 
Every minor 
actor is en- 


gaged to perform 
his part. 
In every 


undertaking there isa controlling pow- 
er concentrated 
in tlie word capital and 


this 
power 
predominates 
over all 


others. 
At its bidding the hills are 


alive with men and the 
products of a 


thousand 
industries 
meet the eye on 


every hand; 
quill drivers and 
men 


and horse driven, all perform their 
allotted tasks. 


THE COMING CITY. 


And in this way the coming city 


was planned built and baptized 
by its 


noble founder, who was so enthusias- 
tic in his work and 
so descriptive 
of 


its future 
greatness, 
that many 
be- 


lieved in its 
actual 
existence 
and 


bought 
corner 
allottment 
near some 


intended 
public institution or on its 


principal streets 
leading from the sea 


to Los Angeles. 
For months 
past I 


have been 
favored With 
the glowing 


reports of the work in hand. 
Things 


were, however, always to receive fresh 
impetus 
from 
the arrival 
of some 


minor actor on the stage. 
To-day the 


wharf lias been extended so many feet; 
to-morrow the grading 
was 
so many 


miles from 
»Snnta 
Monica, 
and 
the 


next day so many miles from Los An- 
geles. 
If the whole arrangement 
had 


been owned by a company 
and most 


of the shares 
had been ou the market, 


they could not have kept it better 
be- 


fore the public nor exerted their wits 
to better advantage. 
Even now Santa 


Monica is ringing in my right ear, 
and in notes of mostexqusite 
cadence 


Senator 
Jones 
is echoing in my left. 


So well have 
the minor actors acted, 


that every 
sound I hear is mingled 


with Santa Monica; and, 
as if I had 


just emerged 
from great 
darkness 
to 


light, the coming city, with its plazas, 
public 
buildings, 
monuments 
and 


charitable 
fountains fordogs, its shady 


streets and a hundred otherattraetions 
too numerous 
to relate, 
keeps 
flitting 


before my gaze and mingles with my 
line of sight into every other object 
presented 
to my view.

His railroad 
and 


his wharf are not onlyringing in my 
ears, but in the ears 
of citizens, black 
and white, 
from the St. Lawrence to 
the 
Rio 
Grande. 
Hundreds 
? yea, 
thousands?have 
traveled 
night and 
day to the valley studded with orange 
groves, and are nowscattered 
over the 


surface of its irrigable land, reading, 
under the shade of tlie evegreen 
trees, 
of the horrors they have left behind 
and happy day dreams 
of the future, 


many of which willnever be realized, 
for gaze where you will, either on the 
undulating 
hills or wide expanse 
of 
land, one Impression only is created, 
that there, there is no rest 
from toil, 
human 
expediences 
must supply the 


deficiencies 
of 
nature, 
or in other 


words, distribute its resources 
so as to 


realize 
its productions. 
The face of 


nature, in many places bleak and un- 
prepossessive, 
must be changed by tbe 
unceasing toil of man. 
North, South, 


East and West, of where 
we are cap- 


ital has been freely spent 
for the de- 


velopment of various projects, nearly 
all of which have been 
successful 
and 
will continue to be so as 
long as the 


Pacific slope furnishes 
a good field for 


investment and a home for the indus- 
trious and enterprising people of the 
East, who are compelled 
by over com- 


petition and the severity of their long 
Winters, 
to seek 
the 
balmy air of 


California, resting 
forever, free from 


inflictions which 
rob 
success 
of its 


pleasure 
and life of its sweetness.

display of physical and mental powers
